Nikrunl, O'Callahan Pulled Heart Victim Through 
Firemen Earn Wide Acclaim 


The work of two Hoffman Estates fire- 


fighters on a heart attack victim last 
week may gain recognition from medical 
authorities throughout Uie nation, accord- 
ing to Dr. Stanley Zydlo, director of the 
Emergency Medical Technicians (ESIT) 
program at Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal. 


Zydlo said firefighters Joe Nikrant and 


Terry 
O'Callahan performed 
"beau- 


tifully", when they were called to treat 
Mrs Rose Carclcllo, 119 Ashley Ct, Hoff- 
man Estates, last Wednesday 


The firemen examined the 62 year-old 


woman and told Zydlo by radio of her 
condition They then transmitted medical 
data to Northwest Community. Nikrant 
and O'Callahan administered medication 
to the woman at Zydlo's instructions 


But moments later the woman devel- 


oped an abnormal heartbeat and Zydlo 
ordred the firefighters to use their defi- 
brillator. 


By using the dcfibrillntor, an electrical 


shock device, Nikrant and O'Callahan 
were able to restore Mrs. Cardcllo's 
heart to a normal rhythm. 


ZYDLO CREDITED to the two fire- 


fighters, who have received more than 
250 hours training as paramedics, with 
saving the woman's life He added that 
this was the first time the paramedic 
program, which has been in operation 
since the beginning of December has 
used the dcfibrillator to restore a 
patient's heartbeat. He said the equip- 
ment has been put to use on several oth- 
er occasions, but each time the victim 
had been dead for some time. 


Zydlo said the program lias proved to 


be better than expected. The nine partici- 
pating fire departments have had more 
than 34 paramedic calls since the pro- 
gram was inagurated. 


"This was n terrific save and we feel 


that the successes in this first montli 
have made all the effort and training 
worthwhile," the doctor explained 


Zjdlo said the voice transmissions 


from the firemen to hospital officials 
probably will be published and used as a 
"classical" case for other areas planning 
to establish paramedic programs 


ZYDLO SAID he presented a report on 


the incident to a convention of emergen- 
cy medical personnel last neck m Det- 
roit and plans to make more information 
about the entire program available to 
other slates He said he had been ap- 
pointed to head n special committee on 
EMT programs by the national medical 
group 


This area's EMT program is a pilo' 


program for Illinois Similar programs 
have been started in Los Angeles, Miami 
and Hartford, Conn Training classes arc 
now being held at Harper College

opened >et. the High School Dist. 211 
Hoard of Education has decided it is 
time to plan for high school No. b 


The hoard agreed Thursday night to 


begin meeting as a commlttcc-of-the- 
whole on planning sometime shortly af- 
ter the first of January to begin talking 
about the sixth school, whcch will be 
built In Winston Park subdivision In Pal- 
atine. 


Siipt. Richard Kolire presented tlic 


hiard with enrollment projections that 
Indicate the district will need the new 
school by the fall of 197C He said Pala- 
tine and Kremd high schools will be 
slightly over capacity in 1073 and "If we 
can get a new building in 1976 we can 
•Ir.nn that off." 


Board member also agreed that begin- 


ning in January they will consider plan- 
ning an addition for the district's admin- 
iilr.illon building at 1730 S. Koscllc Rd , 
i'.iljtlnc. The addition ".oiilcl open In 
mid-1971. 


Kl'NUS FOR Tilt: sixth high school 


and the addition to the administration 
building were provided as part of a S17 


million referendum passed in Sept. 1970. 
Kiimls from the referendum arc being 
lived to build Hoffman Estates High 
School, the district's fifth. 


Once the sixth high school is built, 


Knlze saul.thc district will have exhaust- 
ed funds from that referendum and will 
have completed the five-year plan set In 
1970. The district owns a seventh school 
site in Schaumburg Township but will 
have to return to the voters for funds to 
build on that site, he said. 


The board also agreed that, when 


meeting as a planning committee, it will 
have to discuss the future of Palatine 
High School. The building is the oldest in 
the district and, Kolze said, "We do put a

Open Campus Issue 


Parents Praise School Board 


The High School Dist. 211 Board of 


Education was praised Thursday night 
by two parents who have been 
in- 


vestigating the question of allowing open 
campus at the district's four schools. 


Mr. and Mrs. Donald Tuttle, of 321 Ce- 


dar Crest, Schaumburg, first became in- 
volved with the open campus issue in Oc- 
tober, shortly after a student walkout at 
Schaumburg High School demanding the 
privilege to leave the school during 
lunch hours. 


Since then, Mrs. Tuttle told (lie board, 


she has investigated policies other school 
districts have toward open campus and 
has found "open campus works very well 
some places and not so well other places. 
The biggest thing is that it docs require 
more supervision " 


Mrs. Tuttle said some people she 


talked to "say this district is not as un- 
derstanding as your neighboring dis- 
tricts, but I didn't find that to be true. 
Everyone here was very cooperative and 
I think we can solve the problem." 


SIRS TUTTLE said she recommends 


that, at the very least, the school district 


should 
install vending machines in 


Schaumburg High School in addition lo 
the cafeteria operation. "Thcrcc arc com- 
plaints about the food," she said, "and I 
think vending machines would help." 


Tuttle added that he believes as he di 


in October, that the board should look at 
some way to allow open campus during 
lunch hours. "I don't think students 
would want to leave during inclement 
weather," he said, "but during nice 
weather they would." 


Board Pros. Robert Creek told the Tut- 


tics that, partly because of the walk-out 
at Schaumburg, the district's adminis- 
trators have been looking into the possi- 
bilities of open campus or of implement- 
ing other programs to give students 
more freedom. 


"We aie looking at the possibility, es- 


pecially for seniors, 
of college-type 


scheduling where kids would be there for 
five consecutive periods and gone for the 
rest of the dny," he said. "That would 
cause us some scheduling problems and 
we would lose some of the socialization 
aspects of high school, but that is a con- 


sideration." 


Creek added, "Although I think you'll 


find this district is progressive, it also 
has an innate conservatism as well. We 
don't want to be the first to try some- 
thing new and then find out it doesn't 
work."

Plans for an Old Town area of 


Schaumburg held up action by the 
Schaumburg Zoning Board last week on 
a proposed animal hospital. 


Dr. Robert L. Mahr requested the re- 


zoning of approximately one acre on 
Schaumburg Road just cast of Roscllc 
Road from residential to business, and a 
special use permit for the hospital. 


Russell Parker, board chairman, said 


•10 acres on each corner of the Schaum- 
burg-Roselle intersection are planned for 
an Old Town area. The plan commission 
is presently studying the idea, with hopes 
to preserve existing structures and possi- 
bly restrict uses to maintain the early 
American feeling. 


A frame house sits on a portion of the 


land Mahr wants rezoned, which would 
either be remodeled for offices or even- 
tually torn down, Mahr's lawyer said. 


BECAUSE THE plan commission is in 


the process of formulating ideas for the 
area, the board said it could not rczonc 
any land at this point. 


Mahr, the operator of the Golf-Rose 


Animal Hospital, also operates one at Ir- 
ving Park and Wise roads and one at 
Hicks and Euclid roads in Rolling Mead- 
ows.

A Soulh Sea Island promises relief 


from 
taxes, 
pollution, 
snow, cold, 


crowds, traffic — everything but work. 


Thi- place Li the Republic of Minerva, 


and Harold Thingwold, his wife Joanne, 
son Dllly and brother, Lei, have sold 
their honr- at 741S. Merle Ln., Wheeling, 
to strike out for the promise of the two 
coral reefs 400 miles south of the Fiji 
Islands. 


TIIK KEEPS arc not just Islands, how- 


ever. They form the entire Republic of 
Minerva, Ihe newest and one of the smal- 
lest nations on earth. 


Tl.clr vehicle will be a ISO-foot, sea go- 


ini; tugboat the brothers have purchased 
in the name of T 4 T Enterprises. Har- 
old, last \veck, received his license as 
ship's master, registered In Minerva, 
nn<l Les Is a long-time world wanderer 
who will be chief engineer for the voy- 
atio. Tho ship will become one of the 
first vessels registered in the name of 
Ihe tiny nation. 


At present the nation Is mostly a 


dream, and Its very existence Is being

contested legally. Minerva has yet to be 
recognized by the other nations of the 
world, although official notice of the 
founding was sent to more than 152 coun- 
tries. 


The neighboring bland Tonga is also 


attempting to stop the young nation, 
which Is just outside Tonga's jurisdlca- 
tlonal sphere. The 325-pound king of 
Tonga says he wants the right to deter- 
mine who his neighbors will be. 


ABOUT 500 people will begin the ocean 


voyage in a small convoy next July, car- 
rying food, fuel, building supplies and ne- 
cessities for a six-month stay. Included 
in the passenger list will bo doctors, tu- 
tors, engineers, and persons from all pro- 
fessions necessary to sustain life on the 
barren reefs. 


The Thingwolds learned of the venture 


after beginning a search for a suitable 
boat to begin a life of commercial fish- 
ing. They checked leads from Washington 
to Washington, D.C., before locating the ' 
steamer they wanted. It was a U.S. 
Army tugboat converted for use by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, but declared sur- 
plus when the railroad merged to form 
Pcnn Central. 


Once the island nation is established, 


the Thingwold brothers hope to have a 
prime location to begin their fishing en- 
terprise, while the rest of the reef be- 
comes residential and resort areas. 


The 
projects, 
however, will in- 


clude an airfield and land reclamation 
before any real building begins. The 
coordinators plan to get sand cither from 
the reefs or dredge it from the ocean 
floor, and combine it with cement for 
building.

Power Industry Will Meet Winter Needs

Area homeowners and apartment dwel- 


lers can breathe easy this year when the 
temperature slips during expected cold 
sn.ips in the coming weeks. 


Klectrlc and natural gas supplies in the 


area arc expected to meet anticipated 
demands, according to power industry 
experts who gathered in Chicago last 
Friday for a review of energy needs and 
urban development 


Kor some industrial users adding to 


their plant capacity, however, or other 
new largo customers, the current energy 
.supply situation' can mean waiting lists 
for service or a switch to fuels other than 
natural gas. 


I/ooklng further ahead, power industry 


experts foresee the need to dc\clop new 
and existing resources In order to a\crt 
national energy .shortage before 19.10. 
This will mean higher cost to all users, 
no matter what fuel is used. 


JIECKNT CUTBACKS In power to in- 


dintrlal users In the Northeast L'. S and 
la-I week's power curtailment for a plant 
in Eflingham. 111., added to the im- 
mediacy issues discussed at the energy 
conference, conducted at the Pick Con- 
gress Hotel The met'linc was sponsored 
by the Industrial development division of 
the Chicago Association of Commerce 
and Industry. 


Willard Uall. vice president of the op- 


erations division of Peoples Gas. Lieht & 
Coke Co. Chicago, discussed the status 
of natural gas 5upplles in the area All 
residential demands for power are being 
met. he said. Low reserves are the rca- 
.«on for a controlled attachment plan for 
large u«crs. however. This means new. 
large users, such as a plnnt or com- 
mercial development, may have to wait 
for service from the utility. 


A gap between demand and supply of 


natural gas Is created as the federally- 
controlled price structure offers little In- 
centive for exploration and development 
of existing supplies. The lack of regu- 
lation within oil and gas producing states 
is another cause of the shortage. 


ENVIHO.VMENTAL programs place a 


heavy demand on natural gas. supplies, 
h« said. The "clean fuel" will experience 
a critical supply period for the next four 


to five years, predicts Ball. 


The utility Is beefing up its under- 


ground storage facilities In order to 
stockpile natural gas supplies during tho 
summer months. Additional exploratory 
and development efforts are underway. 
These will lead to higher prices in the 
future, Ball said. 


Calvin KIcinschmldt, national account 


executive for Northern Illinois Gas Co. 
(NI-Gas). in attendance at the meeting, 
said his company is undertaking similar 
measures to meet the rising demand for 
power. NI-Gas serves the northern third 
of Illinois, with the exception of the City 
ol Chicago and a number of North Shore 
communities. 


"We don't plan any curtailments for 


our existing customers," said KIcinschm- 
ldt. "Tills includes residential customers 
as well as the large industrial and com- 
mercial users." Large apartment and 
condominium projects are being accept- 
ed as new customers, as well as individ- 
ual homes by the utility. However, a 
waiting list for new Industrial and com- 
mercial customers is In effect. Large 


users have alternative sources of fuel 
available which cannot generally be ob- 
t a i n c d by the small user, said 
Klelnschmldt, explaining this preferen- 
tial treatment. 


KIIANK SCHOnitA, director of process 


research for the Institute of Gas Tech- 
nology In Chicago, presented an optimis- 
tic report on a coal gasification project. 
The commercial use of gas created in 
this conversion process of mixing coal 
and water, Is expected within the next 
several years. Higher costs will be re- 
flected In increased prices for power, 
said Schorra. 


The public should not be alarmed as 


power shortages develop in other areas of 
the country If the local needs are pro- 
vided for, according to Ernest Mlchelson, 
assistant vice president of engineering 
for Commonwealth Edison Co. The fuel 
needed to meet energy demands is avail- 
able he said, emphasizing the impor- 
tance of nuclear power. Michelson 
stressed that the Chicago area has expe- 
rienced only local power outages from 
time to time.

The Carribcan Pacific Corp. held title

The 
government will be prohibited from eng- 
aging in any commercial or welfare ac- 
tivities. 


No taxation will be required, but non- 


payers will be deprived of certain protec- 
tions derived in courts, according to lit- 
erature about the nation. 


The overriding influence on 55-year old 


Les and 42-year-old Harold is not the 
government, however. They are primar- 
ily interested in the fishing enterprise. 
But Les docs feel the big cities every- 
where are "overrun with smog, too many 
people, too many cars, loo many cops." 


LES, HAS a marine history that began 


with his work at a Chicago steam ma- 
chinery manufacturer. Born in Min- 
neapolis, he has been In the Coast Guard, 
Army Transportation Corps, and Army 
engineers in thu Philippines. He has 
traveled the South Pacific climates and 
th'j colder Alaska temperatures. 


A seasoned adventurer, Les's influence 


is obvious. But Harold and his family say 
they had no second thoughts, no sleepless 
nights, once the decision was made. The 
past few weeks have been hectic for tho 
family as they prepared to sever ties 
here for their voyage. 


As they talk about their plans, they 


don't make it sound like an easy road to 
riches. The work, the hardships are ob- 
vious. Going out on a limb is not easy, 
but the entire family is enthusiastic. 


Mrs. Thingwold said the effort is to pet 


families to inhabit the island, instead of 
a crew of men. She and seven-year-old 
Billy will bo among several women and 
children making the trip. In addition to 
necessary supplies, Mrs. Thingwold also 
made it clear she is taking some grass 
seed — to see if it will grow. 


THE IDEA SOUNDS SO good, any lis- 


tener has to be enticed. Ed Itezek, real- 
tor who sold the Thingwold home, specu- 
lated on the opportunities for land sales. 
The modernistic architects' drawings of 
proposed buildings jab the imagination. 


But the expedition is a risky business. 


There will be hazards to endure, and the 
project could fail. Trying to establish a 
community on two chunks of nioitly sub- 
merged coral, one crescent shaped, one 
in the form of a figure-eight, will be 
tough, Les said. 


He anticipates many "deserters" who 


won't be able to stand the solitude. Ho 
said he has seen It happen before in such 
desolate places as Alaska. 


But if any stay, if the nation is actually 


built — it will be a unique miracle of 
geography. Already, coins are being min- 
ted, Les snys, and the Islands may gain 
Interest from stamp collectors, much as 
neighboring Tonga has. 


The name of Minerva may be carried 


on ships worldwide if plans work out, be- 
cause promoters and founders expect to 
make it easy for ships to register there. 
Merchant marine fleets tend to register 
in Liberia, Panama, Honduras and other 
smaller nations because the restrictions 
are less stringent Minerva hopes to 
claim the largest merchant marine fleet 
in the world under its own registration. 


It sounds like a great plot for a novel 


— but it may become a chapter in his- 
tory books someday.

The 77th General Assembly of the State 


of Illinois refuses to die an orderly death. 


With only 24 days now remaining until 


It U replaced by the 78th General Assem- 
bly, member* of the Legislature labored 
through a long and largely futile Meek- 
end session that appeared yesterday 
would stretch Into another session today. 


As of mid-afternoon Sunday, Sen. John 


A Graham, R-Oarrlngton, declared that 
In four days, which began last Thurday, 
the Legislature had accomplished 
"not 


one damn thing." 


In bickering over Gov. Ogllvle's pro- 


posed tax freeze, pay raises for public 
officials and legislators, and Senate con- 
firmation for recent appointees of the 
lame-duck governor, Graham said, there 
appeared a strong possibility that the 
legislators will finally adjourn sometime 
this week without having acted on any of 
the proposals. 


THE: DETERMINATION of senate 


Democrats to block 16 appointments by 
Gov. Ogllvic resulted in an abbreviated 


session when Republican member;, 
walked out of the Senate Saturday to pre- 
vent quorum and thus block an unfavor- 
able vote on a motion to "advise and 
consent" to the appointments. 


If Republicans can avoid the motion 


being brought to a vote, the governor's 
appointees could continue to serve on an 
Interim basis, although they would un- 
doubtedly be replaced when Dan Walker 
takes over as governor on Jan. 8. 


Graham pointed out that an unfavor-

Till; PAMPHLET is a strong criticism 


of North Carolina's Sen. Sam Ervin, a 
noted authority on Constitutional law, 
who has also opposed the Equal Rights 
Amendment (ERA). 


Miss Mcalcy Is a member of the Citi- 


zens Advisory Committee — but the 
pamphlet makes no mention of her 
strong opposition to ERA, which omis- 
sion she describes as "misleading." 


Apparently the majority of Congress 


and state legislators who have voted for 
this amendment have also been misled — 
primarily by the forces of Women's Lib- 
eration 


This movement, which has provided 


generally comic relief during the last 
decade of frequently savage, protest, was 
recently described by Israel's Golda 
Meir as "silly." 


AND NO IT has often seemed — not 


only in Its title's implication that U.S. 
women arc somehow captives, but in de- 
mands that history he changed to "her- 
story," that playing cards be revised 
(because kings out-rank queens), and 
that any reference to the founding fa- 
thers is automatically sexist unless ac-

companlcd by a reference to the "found- 
Ing mothers." (Such preposterous de- 
mands do more to suggest the truth In 
Freud's contention of some female envy 
of male anatomy, than for the cause of 
reasoned equality.) 


Sen. Ervln has noted a considerable 


amount of responsible — and hardly re- 
actionary — legal opinion against the 
ERA, 
running from Roscoe Pound to Fe- 


lix Frankfurter. And the senator's cita- 
tion of the legal problems involved in Im- 
posing absolutely equal standards on 
both sexes suggests a field day for wild 
litigation, should ERA be passed. 


For example: (1) Women could Imme- 


diately bo forced to register for the draft 
- with no exemption whatever from even 
the most hazardous combat duty (2) La- 
bor laws protecting women from ex- 
cessive weight lifting and long working 
hours could bo eliminated. (3) Fathers 
who desert their families could become 
exempt even from obligation to support 
their children (4) The tax exemptions 
for such sexually segregated organiza- 
tions as the Girl Scouts, the YWCA, con- 
vents and monasteries could be endan- 
gered unless they become coed. (S) 
Male prisoners in state or federal facil- 
ities could sue to end all sexual segrega- 
tion — in order to establish coeducational 
cell blocks — as well (to the delight of 
certain sexual aberrant^) as coed lava- 
tories. 


If this rest room consideration seems 


beyond belief, Hawaii's Sen. Hiram Fong 
has noted just such a proposal from the 
U S Department of Transportation — for 
coeducational toilets in the Coast Guard. 
(Senate Report 02-689). 


Yet advocacy of this patently foolish 


amendment (which seems hardly needed 
in view of the existence of the 5th and 
14th 
Amendments) is inevitably and 


quite unfairly identified with legitimate 
advocacy of women's rights — such as 
those Episcopalians and Roman Catho- 
lics who arc presently contending with 
the archaic church law which denies or- 
dination to women. 


Development Bond Board, mostly ap- 
pointed by the governor, "out of busi- 
ness," until new appointments are made 
by Walker and approved by the Senate, 
which will be controlled by Republicans.

remained muddied after four days in this 
extraordinary December session. 


As various pay proposals bounced from 


tho House to the Senate and back again, 
the Senate had already voted (on Saur- 
day) to forego any raise in the legisla- 
tors' $17,500 yearly salaries and Graham 
declared "There's no way that Is going 
to get through the Senate." In order to 
make the raises effective by Jon. 1, the 
bill would require a two-thirds majority 
of 35 votes In the Senate There were that 
many votes against it on Saturday. 


The House earlier had approved per 


diem allowances of $32 for legislators 
while in session (they receive none now) 
and increases In office expenses from 
$6,000 to $10,000 per year. • 


BUT GRAHAM said he feared that 


those allowances too would go out the 
window in the bickering over salaries for 
judges and state officials. 


"I can live with that (no added ex- 


penses)," said Graham, "and I'm darned 
sure the taxpayers can." 


But he said he feared that other state 


officials such as Sec. of State-elect Mi- 
chael Hewlett, Comptroller-elect George 
Llndbcrg and Atty. Gen. William J Scott 
will bo denied raises from $30,000 to 
$37,500. "I think the attorney general is 
worth more than $30,000," he said. 


In all, said Graham, "It has been an 


exasperating session "

DuBrow On TV

HOLLY\VOOD (UPI) A heralded one- 


hour dramatization of events surrounding 
the historic abdication of Britain's King 
Edward VIII in the 1930s to marry Amer- 
ican-born divorcee Wallis Warfield Simp- 
son was presented on ABC-TV last 
night. 


Starring were Richard Chamberlain as 


Edward, best known to the world later as 
the Duke of Windsor, and Faye Dunaway 
as the young woman for whom he re- 
nounced the throne. 


It should have been a memorable hour. 


It wasn't. Entitled "Portrait: The Wom- 
an I Love," it takes this dramatic and 
highly romantic 20th Century moment, 
with its political undertones, and turns it 
into a moony soap opera. The Duchess 
and the late Duke deserve better, and 
perhaps someone will attempt Iho proj- 
ect again. It has all the ingredients any 
filmmaker could want. 


SUNDAY'S VEIISION was the kind the 


movie industry used to call "A woman's 
picture" — circa the 1930s or 1940s, be- 
fore any inkling of the women's lib 


movement. Edward and Mrs. Simpson, 
two charming people, were represented 
in cardboard character form. 


Chamberlain and Miss Dunaway are 


superior performers, but they were 
moved about stiffly and utter cliche-type 
dialogue that bordered on banality.

Panel Urges Against U.S. Sales Tax 


by IUYMOND LAIIIl 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -A presidential 


advisory commission has recommended 
.i(j.iinst creation of a national sales tax to 
relieve local property owners of the cost 
of public schools. 


The Advisory Commission on Inter- 


governmental Relations — made up of 
representatives of federal, state and lo- 


cal governments — said last week that 
such a tax is not needed. 


Recent court opinions have held that 


use of local property taxes as the basic 
support far public schools has led to In- 
equities in public education between rich 
and poor school districts. 


Last winter President Nixon asked the 


commission to study ways to provide re-

VALUE-ADDED taxes, based on the 


economic value added by each segment 
of a business process — for example, 
productin of raw materials, refining and 
manufacturing — arc ultimately passed 
on to the consumers and are a form of 
sales tax. 


They often have been described by 


economists as more of a burden on the 
poor than the rich because a larger per- 
centage of a poor person's income goes 
for taxable retail goods. 


"The commission concludes that there 


is no need to enact a federal value-added 
ta< to provide revenue for property tax 
relief and to ameliorate fiscal disparities 
among school districts within each state 
and therefore recommends that such a 
tax not be adopted for this purpose," the 
commission said. 


The commission also rejected, 9 to 7, a 


proposal by Treasury Sec. George P. 
Shultz to institute federal incentives to 
correct local property tax inequities 
which hit low income families and the 
elderly. In doing so the commission stuck 
to its five-year-old position that property 
taxes arc not the business of the federal 
government. 


Assessor's Men 
To Go To Civil 
Service Status 


Store than 450 employes of Cook Coun- 


ty Assessor P. J. Cullerton will go on 
civil service status beginning next month 
In an effort to "continue the process of 
profcssionalization of the assessments,"! 
in the county, according to a top Culler- 
ton aide. 


Thomas Tully, chief deputy assessor, 


announced the changeover from the pa- 
tronage system of employment at a press 
conference In Chicago late last week. 


Tully said, however, the process of 


changing to civil service may lake sev- 
eral years to complete. 


Cullerton will be up for reelection in 


November 1974. 


Tully said the Cook County Civil Ser- 


vice Commission will draw up and ad- 
minister the examination that, eventual- 
ly, will be given to 452 employes of the 
office. Currently, only 12 persons ta the 
office are under civil service. Tully said 
under the new system eight employes in 
executive positions will be exempt from 
civil service coverage. 


The first examination, scheduled for 


January, will be given to clerks and typ- 
ists, Tully said. Higher level employes, 
Including land and building appraisers, 
may not take the test for another two 
years, he added. 


"Only individuals who take these ex- 


aminations successfully will be entitled 
to work for us," Tully said. He said the 
assessor tried to implement civil ser- 
vice four years ago, but the effort was 
blocked in court by temporary employes 
of the office. He said a recent Illinois 
Supreme Court decision, extending civil 
service to such temporary employes, has 
now enabled the office to renew Its at- 
tempt.

Hope you don't mean a commercially 


rtuffcd ami blast-frozen turkey because 
those you never thaw. There arc several 
ways of defrosting the regular birds. One 
ii in (he refrigerator. It takes 24 hours 
for a six-pound turkey to (haw this way. 
no an Ill-pound turkey would take three 
dayi. 


The fastest way (a thawing rate of 30 


mlnutei per pound) is to thaw the bird In 
cold water In its original plastic cov- 
ering. It'i n smart Idea to put on another 
heavy plastic bag In caie there might be 
n liny hole in the inner cover. Keep 
changing water to sped the process. 


A favorite way I used to recommend is 


the brown paper bag. You put the turkey 
In two heavy bagi in a cool room away 
from hcnt. on a tray to catch any dripp- 
ings. Thin takci one hour per pound. 
Keep in mind that the turkey should nev- 


er reach room temperature. 


It should be thawed until the point 


when you can remove the giblets stuck 
inside. Good thawing, Julia, and good 
eating.

The struggle for clean water was 


recently set back by an unfortu- 
nate fund cut by President Richard 
Nixon. 


Several 
weeks 
ago. 
President 


Nixon announced lie would slash 
about SO billion from federal fund- 
ing for clean water projects across 
the country on the srounds It was 
"inflationary." 


In the complex world of govern- 


mental funding, this means a cut- 
back of $300 or $-100 million 
for 


projects underway for the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District 
(MSD). 


Included in current projects are 
the Salt Creek and O'Hare Water 
Reclamation Plants, 
which uill 


serve the Northwest suburbs. 


Nixon's decision, however, does 


not mean that these projects will 
receive only one-third of the money 
they are supposed to receive. State 
law requires the MSD to meet pol- 
lution control standards by 1977, 
regardless 
of 
whether 
federal 


ftincN an.' available. 


The effect of Nixon's unfortunate 


cut !•> that local taxpayers arc go- 
ing to be forced to shoulder the 
burden of additional taxes in order 
to pay for compliance with state 
standard;,. According to MSD offi- 
d.iK 
ueneral 
obligations bonds 


will have to be issued to cover the 
deficit. The more bonds issued, the 
more the MSD tax rate will climb. 


In effect, the money for massive 


projects will come directly out of 
your local property tax. 
rather 


than coming from federal govern- 


ment. 


Now, it cnn be nrguod that Nix- 


on's action is merely a shift in the 
burden of taxation to the local lev- 
el, and that the same amount of 
money will still be needed — and 
removed from tax revenue — for 
the funding. 


Indeed, It is true that the amount 


of money needed will be apparent- 
ly about the same. But there is also 
the danger that the sudden, new 
pressure on taxpayers will bring 
about pressure for casing the 
state's clean-water deadlines. The 
J!)77 deadline could become a 1980 
deadline, or the deadline could be 
moved even further off into the fu- 
ture. 


The most important clement in 


the Nixon slash is a question of 
leadership, a question of whether 
the President is going to lend fi- 
nancial and moral support to the 
environmental battle. 


The President can offer lead- 


ership which supports enthusiasti- 
cally the kind of funding which is 
necessary to keep our rivers and 
lakes clean. Or, he can equivocate, 
weaken when the ecology move- 
ment's pressure Is off and allow 
environmental programs to slide 
into obscurity. 


The President's cuts are 
cur- 


rently under t hethreat of legal 
challenge. We support these law- 
suits and hope that the cuts will be 
nullified, thus pushing the federal 
government into continuing lead- 
ership in the anti-pollution fight.

— Business and industry have polluted 


the entire card process by sending out 
cards to business associates.

.slock some 700,000 different parts.

both manufacturer and dealer.

A c c o r d i n g to one industry 


source, sheet metal parts are in- 
itially marked up nearly 300 per 
cent to make up for losses antici- 
pated in later years as demand 
dwindles and storage costs ac- 
cumulate. 


Nut by way of easing the pain 


experienced by those who may 
have had to replace a fender or 
.something recently, it must be 
pointed out that the pricing scale is 
aimed at achieving an average 
manufacturer's markup of about 32 
per cent. 


The 
industry's 
proclivity 
for 


building 
complicated cars and 


changing their design frequently 
has been checked somewhat in re- 
'cent years. It is possible that the 
waning of this former competitive 
necessity may ultimately slow the 
rise in retail parts prices. 


But insurance companies, says 


Mead, report that they have yet to 
note any such happy impact on the 
prices of the car parts they pay for 
in huge quantities. 


Much concern has been voiced lately 


by all forms of media, newspapers, 
magazines, TV, radio, that freedom of 
the press has been eroded by recent 
court decisions and the jailing of some 
reporters for refusing to reveal their 
sources of Information.

among the dozen or so persons who abso- 
lutely determine "what is news" each 
night fr-- millions of TV viewers? This is 
the very pertinent question which Vice 
President Agnew asked, which brought 
him much criticism but never a mean- 
ingful answer. 


Prior to the last election, one would 


have to be quite naive not to detect the 
obvious attempts of TV commentators 
like Cronkitc, Chancellor, Mudd, Rather 
and Reynolds to make evil men out of 
President Nixon and his administration 
solcy through their expertise in the use 
of scmantcs and the subjects they chose 
to talk about. Add Time magazine and 
Newsweek, who are kinder to the Hanoi 
regime and the likes of an Angela Davis, 
for instance, than they are to the execu- 
tive branch of our federal government, 
and one has to wonder if those of us not 
in the media don't have some legitimate 
cause for concern as to whether or not 
the media is abusing its privilege of free- 
dom. 


Perhaps my prejudice Is showing, but 


can anyone refute the fact that in the 
last few weeks of the past presidential 
campaign, President Nixon was rarely 
mentioned by the media without refer- 
ence to Watergate ... an obvious at- 
tempt to damn by Implication. By the 
same token, when Teddy Kennedy's con- 
g r e s s i o n a l committee renews in- 
vestigation of the Watergate affair, will 
the media constantly remind its audience 
that this is the same Kennedy who, tragi- 
cally for his female companion, couldn't 


safely cross a bridge ... and under cir- 
cumstances which, in my view, are far 
more suspect, on (lie surface, than Is a 
possible Nixon association with the Wa- 
tergate incident? But isn't it interesting 
to see Teddy investigating another man's 
moral turpitude? 


It is also my view that too much of the 


media tries to demean all conservative 
thought and to enhance most liberal phi- 
losophy. As another for instance, have 
you ever watched reporter "Kup's" 
show? Is there any question but that he 
tries quite hard to stack the deck against 
conservative thought? I believe his se- 
mantic ploy is to refer to liberals as 


"forward looking" and conservatives as 
"reactionary forces." 


Mcthinks that the first tenet of free- 


dom of the press is to be fair and accu- 
rate and that maybe the press is protest- 
ing a little too much. If not, then I would 
like to sec a little more self-examination 
of the media by the media. I suggest all 
the media address themselves publicly to 
ways that \ve, the people, who everybody 
is talking at can have a 
meaningful 


check on their truthfulness, accuracy 
and fairness . . . and without abridge- 
ment of the first amendment.

Blue Cross, Blue Shield 
Expands Prepaid Program

NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Exhibiting In 


trade shows and fairs Is vital to many 
businesses. It's also expensive. Anything 
connected with show business seems to 
be a target for Inflated costs. 


According to Charles E. Zimmerman, 


chairman of Consultants — Designers, 
Inc. 
of Brooklyn, a 
subsidiary 
of 


Greyhound Corp.. his firm has found a 
way to help beat the rising cost of exhib- 
iting. Lease modular exhibit structures. 


For example, Ross Electronics Co. was 


quoted a price of S35.000 for building two 
Identical exhibit structures for showing 
Its wares in many expositions each year. 
Gm-.ultanLi — Designers' Exhibit group 
unit showed Ross how to use Its leased 
modular exhibit structures for a price of 
$66.000 •spread over three years, an Im- 
mediate saving of 30 per cent. 


That um juit the beginning. Zimmer- 


man said companies that buy exhibit 
structures and ship them around from 
show to show incur an expense equal to 
aliout 10 per cent of the cost of the exhib- 
it every time they move It. 


SINCE SO.MK big firms exhibit in 40 


shows a year and many In four or five, 
(ho logistics cost can come to quite a 
sum. 


By contrast. Exhibit group has its flex- 


ible, modular exhibit structures In stock 
at branches in New York, Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, Kansas City, Atlanta, New Or- 
leans' and (.os Angeles, and plans to 
make them available in other cities. 


Other costs — insurance, storage, de- 


lay and damage perils, for example — 
arc eliminated or reduced and because 
the rented structures arc flexible, it's not 


necessary to rent excessive space in sec- 
ondary shows. 


The modular rented structures also 


can be used to create "instant exhibits." 
Morton Salt Co. put up such a, quickie 
display at the National Potato Chip show 
In Las Vegas. If the company had had to 
ship a bulky exhibit of Its own, the cost 
would have been prohibitive. 


Use of the modular leased exhibit 


structures eliminates a cash flow prob- 
lem for the accounting department. 
Their cost doesn't have to be amortized. 
It is simply charged off as a routine busi- 
ness expense. 


Obsolescence problems also arc elimi- 


nated. 


2 I M M E n M A N conceded that his 


leased modular exhibit structures 
haven't solved all the runaway trade fair 
cost problems. 


One such problem was pointed out by 


editor Roy Wentz of Tradeshow Week. 
\Vcntz said Inflated tradcshows costs had 
resulted in confusion. There's no stan- 
dardization, he said. Exhibitors must 
deal with one set of rules and costs at 
New York's Coliseum, another for Chi- 
cago's McCormick Place and still others 
for Detroit's Cobo Hall and the San Fran- 
c!<co Cow Palace. 


Wcntz told the National Tradeshow 


Congress It is time to "get back to funda- 
mentals and achieve standardization." 


To which Zimmerman added, "with 


the cost of a salesman's average call on 
an industrial customer now estimated by 
McGraw-Hill economists to be $50, the 
trades how Is still one of the most ceo- 
nomical ways to sell. But its rising costs 
must be curbed." 


Illinois Blue Cross and Blue Shield

REDINGER SAID both the Williams 


Clinic and the Field Clinic are multi-spe- 
cialty health centers providing a 
full 


range of services. The primary hospital 
for the Williams Clinic is St. Bernard, 
while the Field Clinic uses Ravenswood 
Hospital. 


"Prepaid group practice is a special- 


ized type of health care delivery," lie 
said. "It means that a group of physi- 
cians of varying specialties agree to 
work together, providing comprehensive 
care to individuals who enroll in a spe- 
cial prepayment program such as Co- 
Care. The group ordinarily Includes fam- 
ily physicians and specialists in medi- 


cine, surgery, pediatrics and gynecology. 


"For a predetermined monthly fee, the 


physicians agree to provide employee 
groups with a wide range of services, in- 
cluding office visits, periodic physical ex- 
aminations, out-patient diagnostic tests, 
X-rays, lab tests, injections, pre-and-post 
natal maternity care and well-baby 
care," Redinger said. "Our Co-Care pro- 
gram provides these services, along with 
the emergency and acute hospital care 
included in most health insurance pol- 
icies.''

WHAT SHOULD YOU do about

themselves a great deal. A frequent pre- 
cipitating factor is exposure to cold. 
People who have severe problems with 
this disorder often move to warmer cli- 
mates But you can get along even In 
colder cllmati , if you take care to avoid 
exposure to cold, wear warm gloves 
whenever >ou arc going out, be careful 
of the cold steering wheel on the automo- 
bile, do not defrost the refrigerator, or 
put jour hands In cold water. You should 
avoid exposing the hands to water and 
detergents any more than necessary. If 
you haven't got a dishwasher and want 
one this is a good medical problem to 
develop 


It is also helpful to keep the hands 


well lubricated with a hand lotion of 
some type at least twice a day nnd, If 
exposing the hands to water and deter- 
gent. It should be oftcncr. 


Cigarctt smoking tends to Increase tho 


spasm of the arteries and can be a con- 
tributing factor to the problem. So, keep 
warm, keep your hands covered, keep 
them -loft with hand lotion, out of water 
and detergent, don't smoke, and relax,

'In' Position In Pro Ball..

SAN FRANCISCO - (NEA) — A case 


can be marie for the tight end as the 
prototype of all a professional football 
player should be. 


Because blocking is one of his vital 


functions, and his frequent target is a 
235-pound linebacker, he has to be physi- 
cal. Anywhere between 6-3 and 6-5 and 
235 to 250 pounds is in the right range, 
though you can get by with less weight if 
you have compensating strength. 


Because the spread of zone defenses 


has made him a primary passing target, 
especially on third down clutch situ- 
ations, tie must be agile enough to 
squirm into the cracks of the zone and 
have the hand coordination to grab pas- 
ses at any angle. 


Became those same zone defenses 


have shut off the long bomb to the out- 
siilc receivers, especially with the double 
zones to cither side of the field, the tight 
end should now have the speed to go 
deep down the middle. 


Because of the combination of all these 


factors, you now have super stars like 
Ted Kwalick of San Francisco and 
Charlie Sanders of Detroit playing the 
position. 


A tremendous number of other great 


tight end talents arc on display in the 
National Football League, too. A list 
would have to include Raymond Chester, 
Oakland; Milt Morin, Cleveland; Bob 
Tucker, New York Giants; Bob frumpy, 
Cincinnati; Jim Mitchell, Atlanta; Tom

Still active also, and still effective as 


starters, are five men who've been all- 
pro at the position and who average 10 
years of experience in pro football: Mike 
Ditka, Dallas; Jackie Smith, St. Louis;

City. 


The rcmarknlilc aspect of such promi- 


nence is that the light end is strictly a 
modern phenomenon, traceable to n doz- 
en years back. The powerful post-World 
War II Cleveland Rronns dliln't have a 
tight end. Starting ends Mac Spcedic and 
Dante I.avclll were grcjhound types, and 
Dub Jones, who came out of the back- 
field lo catch passes, was also In the 
wide receiver mold. 


The need to stimulate more running 


against the 4-3 defense and still split a 
couple of receivers to the outside pro- 
duced the blocking type of tight end who 
would pioneer the species. 


The original model was Ron Kramer of 


the Green Bay Packers, a 250-pound 
steamroller who blew out tacklcrs for the 
famed Lombard! sweeps run by Paul 
Hornung, but also a terrific athlete who 
averaged 35 catches a season. He was 
the first "animal" tight end developed. 


The first man actually drafted to play 


tight end in the pros was Monty Stickles, 
a first round choice plucked out of Notre 
Dame by the San Francisco 49crs in 1960. 
He was 6-3 and 240 and a contact player, 
though he also reached a career high of 
43 catches in his second pro season. 


"They gave me a job," remembers 


Monty, who is now a dulcet-toned sports- 
caster in the Bay area. 'I didn't have to 
beat anybody out. They had Hugh 
McEihenny and R. C. Owens, who were 
both big, playing as receivers, but they 
weren't tight end types, the guy who 
could deliver a tough block on the line- 
backer or double on the end." 


A year later came Mike Ditka of the 


Chicago Bears, who showed for the first 
time that the tight end could become a 
team's primary receiver. Mike learned 
to "cheat" a little and split out a few 
yards from the tackle to give himself 
some more maneuvering room, and In 
13G4 he caught the remarkable total of 75 
passes, the greatest single season a light 
end ever had. 


When Mike faded a little because of 


injury (although he's now in his 12th sea- 
son, as a messenger end for the Cow- 
boys), John Mackey came along to star 
for the Colts and get himself voted as the 
finest tight end in the first SO years of 
pro football. (At the age of 29, he lost his 
starting job on the Colts to Tom Mitchell 
and moved to San Diego.) 


The species keeps proliferating be- 


cause now every team wants two tight 
ends so they can use them simulta- 
neously in short yardage situations. 


"The 
requirements, 
though," says 


Stickles, "have changed drastically. 
When I first started there were a lot of 
clumsy guys who later became tackles. 
Now they still want the size, but you 
need much more speed." 


Last year, the top two receivers In the 


National Football Conference were Bob 
Tucker of the Giants and Ted Kwalick of 
the 49crs. 


They're not the type of guys a quarter- 


back can miss.

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Streak Over, Hawks Fall 
In Trip To Elgin, 75-70

Upset or letdown? Or did it go accord- 


ing to form? 


In what has to be termed a so-so per- 


formance, the Harper Hawks dropped a 
closely contested 75-70 decision to Elgin 
Community College Friday evening in 
Elgin's Spartan Gymnasium. 


Harper, with three consecutive vic- 


tories to its credit, came to Elgin intent 
on evening Its season record at 4-4. When 
the final buzzer had sounded, however, 
the Hanks were on the short end of tho 
score. 


The loss evened Harper's Skyway Con- 


ference mark at 2-2, while Elgin moved 
to 3-2 in the conference, and 3-1 overall. 
Elgin had upset highly regarded Triton 
earlier in the season. 


Victimized by a rash of turnovers 


throughout the contest, Harper had to 
battle a scrappy Spartan five who simply 
refused to concde n definite height ad- 
vantage to the Hawks. 


That advantage was misleading, how- 


ever, as Harper experienced difficulties 
on the boards right from the outset. Tho 
smaller Spartan frontline 
constantly 


worked for position, and used their 
quickness to noticeable effect. 


Both teams started slowly with Elgin 


taking a 1-0 lead. Turnovers and fouls 
resulting from ovcrcagcrncss on tho 
parts of both teams dominated the open- 
ing minutes of play. It was not until 3:20 
had elapsed before Harper's Steve Heldt 
registered the first field goal on a 20-foot 
Jumper from the right of tho key. The 
Hawks held their 2-1 advantage only 
briefly, as Elgin scored twice inside to 
go ahead 5-2.

Timber crest subdivision, said she plans 
to object to (ho site for the hospital when 
the matter comes before the licensing 
board. The hoard meets on Jan. 10 in 
Springfield, but it is not known if offi- 
cials from Presbyt«rian-St. Luke's plan 
to appaar at that meeting. 


Mrs Johnson said she and other resi- 


dents of that area have long been op- 
posed to the site of the hospital which is 
to be located on Schaumburg Road about 
one half mile west of Roscllc Road. 


She has sent letters to area .state sena- 


tors and representatives on the matter 
and while none have taken a definite po- 
sition on the hospital site, they have ex- 
pn-sspd an interest in the topic. 


MltS. JOHNSON is chiefly concerned 


that the 20-ncre site I* too small for fu- 
ture expansion, the hospital would wor- 
sen the traffic congestion in the area and 
that the facility could cause drainage 
and flooding problems. 


"We really are not anti-hospital or

Keith Favors Aldermanic Form Of Government 


Elk Grove Village has grown too large 


and Income too .spread out for its pre- 
sent form of government, and an alder- 
manic local govcinment would better 
meet the needs of the people, Eugene 
Keith, candidate for trustee, said last 
week. 


"The trustee form of government with 


everyone running at-large, while ex- 
cellent for a municipality with a limited 
area and population, seems to have a 
serious weakness as n community be- 
comes larger," he said. 


Keith said he has opposed reorganizing 


the village government in the past, but 
now he feel? the size of the village has 
put trustees at a greater distance from 


the people and the needs of particular 
areas of the village. 


"Since needs now differ drastically in 


various sections of the village, I believe 
that it is now the time to study the alder- 
manic form of government where each 
person would run in his specific ward 
and be directly responsible to his con- 
stituents," he said. 


Keith said currently it is almost impos- 


sible for an individual to canvass the en- 
tire village to oppose a slate of candi- 
dates put up by a party. 


"IT APPEARS quite possible that a 


very small number of individuals with n 
strong base and financial backing could 
control our elections (with the trustee 


form of government)," he said. 


Keith said with the growth of the vil- 


lage there arc sections with specific 
problems that should have people fight- 
ing for the solution. He mentioned that 
flooding was a big concern to some resi- 
dents in the Wildwood Road and Shady- 
wood Lane area. 


"As far as representation is concerned, 


the residents west of Rte. 53 are like or- 
plums, and it will be a long time before 
anyone over there will be elected under a 
trustee government," Keith said. 


Reorganizing the village government in 


this manner would give the voter a much 
greater influence in the board's action, 
Keith said. He added that if he is elected, 


he would work to initiate those changes. 


Rolling Meadows, a nearby community 


of 19,600 persons, currently has an alder- 
manic government. 


CAP, IEA Are Blasted 
By Scliaumburg Mayor 


Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0 Atchcr 


recalled for the High School District 211

ATCHEIt DETAILED the history of

That formula, Atcher said, "is con-

Examine Open Campus Issue 
Parents Praise School Board 


The High School Dist. 211 Board of 


Education was praised Thursday night 
,by two parents who have been in- 
vestigating the question of allowing open 
campus at the district's four schools. 


Mr. and Mrs. Donald Tuttle, of 321 Ce- 


dar Crest, Schaumburg, first became In- 
volved with the open campus issue in Oc- 
tober, shortly after a student walkout at 
Schaumburg High School demanding the 
privilege to leave the school during 
lunch hours. 


Since then, Mrs. Tuttle told the board, 


she has investigated policies other school 
districts have toward open campus and 
has found "open campus works very well 
some places and not so well other places. 
The biggest thing Is that it does require 
more supervision." 


Mrs. Tuttle said some people she 


talked to "say this district is not as un- 


derstanding as your neighboring dis- 
tricts, but I didn't find that to be true. 
Everyone here was very cooperative and 
I think we can solve the problem." 


MRS TUTTLE said she recommends 


that, at the very least, the school district 
should 
install vending machines 
in 


Schaumburg High School in addition to 
the cafeteria operation. "Theree are com- 
plaints about the food," she said, "and I 
think vending machines would help." 


Tuttle added that he believes as he di 


in October, that the board should look at 
some way to allow open campus during 
lunch hours. "I don't think students 
would want to leave during Inclement 
weather," he said, "but during nice 
weather they would." 


Board Pres. Robert Creek told the Tut- 


ties that, partly because of the walk-out 


at Schaumburg, the district's adminis- 
trators have been looking into the possi- 
bilities of open campus or of implement- 
ing other programs to give students 
more freedom. 


"We are looking at the possibility, es- 


pecially for seniors, of college-type 
scheduling where kids would be there for 
five consecutive periods and gone for the 
rest of the day," he said. "That would 
cause us some scheduling problems and 
we would lose some of the socialization 
aspects of high school, but that is a con- 
sideration." 


Creek added, "Although I think you'll 


find this district is progressive, it also 
has an innate conservatism as well. We 
don't want to be the first to try some- 
thing new and then find out it doesn't 
work."

horse stables arc on the southeast cor- 
ner, and the other corner is undeveloped. 


Kolssak revealed that his uncle, nho 


owns the small undeveloped property in 
the northwest corner of the intersection, 
has no plans to commercially develop 
that land. He added that he was unaware 
that his uncle owned the land when the 
Kolssaks purchased their four acres at 
an estimated $40,000 in 1971. 


Single family zoning at the intersection 


is not proper use of the location, accord- 
ing to city planning and zoning expert 
Phil Zeitlm, who testified for the Kol- 
ssaks. 


Members of the zoning board will re- 


view the testimony in a month, after the 
Milages of Inverness, Palatine and Hoff- 
man Estates have had the opportunity to 
enter written objections or recommenda- 
tions for the zoning. 


Following the zoning board meeting, > 


recommendation will be made to the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners, 
who will make the final decision.

Construction of a proposed 192-unit 


"luxury-type" multi-family complex at 
River Road and Euclid Avenue in Mount 
Prospect will start as soon as possible, if 
the plans are approved by the village. 


At a Mount Proipcct Plan Commission 


public hearing on the proposal Friday, 
the developer. Edwin McGulrc, said he 
wanted to start construction as soon as 
possible. Total construction time for the 
complex would be an estimated 
18 


months, he said. Currently his firm. Cci- 
scl-McGulrc Industries. Inc., holds an op- 
tion on the purchase of the 10-acre site. 


Officials connected with the plan told 


commissioners the buildings planned for 
the project would be two-to-four stories 
high. There would be 128 two-bedroom 
units and 64 one-bedroom. Whether the 
units will be sold as condominiums or 
rented as apartments was not revealed. 
Also on the site will be two storfwatcr 
retention lakes, a swimming pool and a 
clubhouse. 


IIAItOLD ItOSS. vice chairman of the 


commission, was critical of the plan for 
iti lack of detail. To that the developer 
said they were presenting on a prelimi- 
nary plan at this point. A more detailed 
one would be revealed later. 


Guy FMman, architect for the plan, 


presented a tax impact study showing 
the development would yield almost 
$200,000 In new taxoi. 


Several residents who live near the site 


protested the plan at Friday's hearing. 
They voiced concern that the complex 
would overtax the existing sewer and 
water supply facilities. 


James Muldowncy, engineer for the 


project, told commissioners that if neces- 
sary, oversize sanitary sewers would bo 
installed in the complex. He said this 
would ease the current sewer backup 
problems caused in the homes near the 
development. 


The land Is adjacent to property now 


held by the River Trails Park District, a 
letter from park district officials was 
read, asking for a postponement of any 
decision on the development until the 
park board meets In January to consider 
objecting to the plan. The commission 
took no action on the letter. 


TlttC PLAN commission will consider 


the proposal at a future study meeting. 
The commission's recommendation will 
be forwarded to the village board which 
will make the final decision on the plan. 


The 10-acrc site had been zoned for 


multi-family development by Cook Coun- 
ty.

•Good evening, ladles and gentlemen. 


We've asked you here tonight to an- 
nounce that we're going to build a com- 
munity college, complete with buildings 
and parking for 4,000 students, in your 
back yards.

spring to raise your taxes so we can fi- 
nance the new campus. We need all the 
community support we can get.' 


It never happened quite that way. But 


the hypothetical speech above gives a 


good idea of the problems facing Oakton 
Community College in its search for a 
permanent home in Maine and Nilcs 
townships. 


From the start, college officials have 


been in a bind. There are few 50-ncrc- 
plus sites suitable for commuter college 
campuses available in the two townships. 
Most of the acceptable ones are cither 
located in residential areas, or have In- 
fluential owners who don't want to sell, 
or both. 


COMPOUNDING THE problem is the 


fact that Oakton must hold a district- 
wide referendum to raise its share of the 
campus construction costs. By announc- 
ing the choice of a site and then going to 
the voters a few months later, the col- 
lege inevitably gives residents, upset by 
thst choice, on opportunity to organize 
and defeat the referendum. 


"The majority of the people would like 


to sec the college built, but not in their 
backyards," says Miles Mayor Noclmlas 
Blase, whose village took stands against 


Oakton's two unsuccessful attempts so 
far at picking a site.

Central location is a key issue in Oak-

Is it important that the college 
be located in the center of the college 
district? The state board, the citizen's 
site committee and the college board of 
trustees arc oil taking a second look at 
ccnlrallty, an issue that, has been consid- 
ered one of the most important criteria 
for the selection of a site. 


The importance of ccntrality in the col- 


lege district must be determined before 
Oakton can select another site, says 
Stephen Loska, college trustee from Des 
Plaincs. The state originally placed cen-

says Loska, that is "important for some 
large districts in the state" but not cru- 
cial for Oakton.

Th« place is the Republic of Minerva, 


and Harold Thlngwold, his wife Joanne, 
ion Billy and brother, Lcs, have sold 
their home at 743 S Merle Ln., Wheeling, 
to strike out for the promise of the two 
coral reefs -100 miles south of the FIJI 
Islands 


THE REEFS arc not just islands, how. 


c*er. They form the entire Republic of 
Minerva, the newest and one of tho smal- 
lest nations on earth. 


Their vehicle will be a ISO-foot, sea go- 


ing tugboat the brothers have purchased 
In the name of T & T Enterprises. Har- 
old, last week, received his license as 
ship's master, registered In Mlmrva, 
and Les Is a long-time world wanderer 
who will be chief engineer for the voy- 
age. The ship will become one of the

first vessels registered In the name of 
the tiny nation. 


At present the nation Is mostly a 


dream, and its very existence Ls being 
contested legally. Minerva has yet to be 
recognized by the other nations of the 
world, although official notice of the 
founding was sent to more than 152 coun- 
tries. 


The neighboring Island Tonga is also 


attempting to stop the young nation, 
which is just outside Tonga's jurlsdica- 
tlonal sphere. The 325-pound king of 
Tonga says he wants the right to deter- 
mine who his neighbors will be. 


ABOUT 500 people will begin the ocean 


voyage In a small convoy next July, car- 
rying food, fuel, building supplies and ne- 
cessities for a six-month stay. Included 
in the passenger list will be doctors, tu- • 
tors, engineers, and persons from all pro- 
fessions necessary to sustain life on the 
barren reefs. 


The Thlngwolds learned of the venture 


after beginning a search for a suitable 
boat to begin a life of commercial fish- 
ing. They checked leads from Washington 
to Washington, D.C., before locating the 
steamer they wanted. It was a U.S. 
Army tugboat converted for use by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, but declared sur- 
plus when the railroad merged to form 
Penn Central. 


Once the island nation Is established, 


the Thlngwold brothers hope to have a 
prime location to begin their fishing en- 
terprise, while the rest of the reef be- 
comes residential and resort areas.

Power Industry Will Meet Winter Needs 


by LEA TONKIN 


Area homeowners and apartment dwel- 


lers can breathe easy this year when the 
temperature slips during expected cold 
snaps in the coming weeks. 


Electric and natural gas supplies in the 


area arc expected to meet anticipated 
demands, according to power industry 
experts who gathered in Chicago last 
Friday for a review of energy needs and 
urban development. 


For some Industrial users adding to 


their plant capacity, however, or other 
new large customers, the current energy 
supply situation can mean walling lists 
for service or a switch to fuels other than 
natural gaj. 


Looking further ahead, power industry 


experts foresee the need to develop new 
and existing resources in order to avert 
national energy shortage before 1980. 
This nlll mean higher cost to all users, 
no matter what fuel is used. 


IIECKNT CUTBACKS in power to In- 


dustrial users in the Northeast U. S. and 
last week's power curtailment for a plant 
In Effingham. Ill. added to the im- 
mediacy Issues discussed at the energy 
conference, conducted at the Pick Con- 
gress Hotel. The meeting was sponsored 
by the Industrial development division of 
the Chicago Association of Commerce 
and Industry. 


Wlllard Ball, vice president of (he op- 


erations division of Peoples Gas. Light & 
Cuke Co.. Chicago, discussed the status 


r 
of natural gas supplies In the area. All 
residential demands for power arc being 
met. he said. Low reserves arc the rea- 
son for a controlled attachment plan for 
large users, however. This means new, 
large users, such as a plant or com- 
mercial development, may have to wait 
for service from the utility. 


A gap between demand and supply of 


natural gas l» created as the federally- 
controlled price structure offers little in- 
centive for exploration and development 
of existing supplies. The lack of regu- 
lation within oil and gas producing stales 
is another cause of the shortage. 


ENVIRONMENTAL programs place a 


heavy demand on natural gas supplies, 
he said. The "clean fuel" will experience 
a critical supply period for the next four 


to five years, predicts Boll. 


The utility is beefing up its under- 


ground storage facilities in order to 
stockpile natural gas supplies during the 
summer months, Additional exploratory 
and development efforts arc underway. 
These will lead to higher prices in the 
future, Ball said. 


Calvin KIcinschmldt, national account 


executive for Northern Illinois Gas Co. 
(M-Gas), in attendance at the meeting, 
said his company is undertaking similar 
measures to meet the rising demand for 
power. NI-Gas serves the northern third 
of Illinois, with the exception of the City 
of Chicago and a number of North Shore 
communities. 


"We don't plan any curtailments for 


our existing customers," said Klclnschm- 
idt. "This includes residential customers 
as well as the large industrial and com- 
mercial users." Large apartment and 
condominium projects arc being accept- 
ed as new customers, as well as individ- 
ual homes by the utility. However, a 
wailing list for new industrial and com- 
mercial customers is in effect. Large 


users have alternative sources of fuel 
available which cannot generally be ob- 
t a i n c d 
by the small user, said 


Klcinschmidt, explaining this preferen- 
tial treatment. 


FRANK SCHORRA. director of process 


research for the Institute of Gas Tech- 
nology in Chicago, presented an optimis- 
tic report on a coal gasification project. 
The commercial use of gas created in 
this conversion process of mixing coal 
and water, is expected within the next 
several years. Higher costs will be re- 
flected in increased prices for power, 
said Schorra. 


The public should not be alarmed as 


power shortages develop in other areas of 
the country If the local needs arc pro- 
vided for, according to Ernest Mlchelson, 
assistant vice president of engineering 
for Commonwealth Edison Co. The fuel 
needed to meet energy demands Is avail- 
able he said, emphasizing the impor- 
tance 
of nuclear power, 
Michclson 


stressed that the Chicago area has expe- 
rienced only local power outages from 
time to time.

PRIOR to founding of the Republic by 


two Americans who landed there, the ob- 
scure coral reefs had a history of ship- 
wrecks dating back to 1829. The most re- 
cent was recorded in 1968, although Les 
said there is a ship's hull there now. 


A book, Minerva Reef, written by Olaf 


Ruhen, gives the exciting account of a 
shipwreck from which scrveral men ac- 
tually survived. They made a small out- 
rigger from remains of their bont and 
sailed to safety. 


The Carrlbean Pacific Corp. held title 


to the area after the claim, but 90 per 
cent of that will be given to the first set- 
tlers. Each person who remains at least 
90 days after the first voyage will re- 
ceive a proportionate share of the land 
rights, which he or she can keep or sell.

erature about the nation.

He anticipates many "deserters" who 


won't be able to stand the solitude. He 
said he has seen it happen before in such 
desolate places as Alaska. 


But if any stay, If the nation Is actually 


built — it will be a unique miracle of 
geography. Already, coins are being min- 
ted, Lcs says, and the islands may gain 
interest from stamp collectors, much as 
neighboring Tonga has. 


The name of Minerva may be carried 


on ships worldwide if plans work out, be- 
cause promoters and founders expect to 
make it easy for ships to register there. 
Merchant marine fleets tend to register 
in Liberia, Panama, Honduras and other 
smaller nations because the restrictions 
are less stringent. Minerva hopes to 
claim the largest merchant marine fleet 
in the world under its own registration. 


It sounds like a great plot for a novel 


— but it may become a chapter in his- 
tory books someday.

Dear Dorothy: Help! I'm in a whirl. 


I've got a raft of holiday guests coming. 
There's a big turkey in the freezer, hard 
as rock. My past thawing experiences 
were — let's say kindly — not good. 
What's the best way? -Julia K. 


Hope you don't mean a commercially 


stuffed and blast-frozen turkey because 
these you never thaw. There are several 
ways of defrosting the regular birds. One 
is in the refrigerator. It takes 24 hours 
for a six-pound turkey to thaw this way, 
so an ID-pound turkey would take three 
days. 


The fastest way (a thawing rate of 30 


minutes per pound) is to thaw the bird in 
cold water in its original plastic cov- 
ering. It's a smart idea to put on another 
heavy plastic bag in case there might be 
a tiny hole in the Inner cover. Keep 
changing water to sped the process. 


A favorite way I used to recommend is 


the brown paper bag. You put the turkey 
in two heavy bags in a cool room away 
from heat, on a tray to catch any dripp- 
ings. This takes one hour per pound. 
Keep in mind that the turkey should nev- 


er reach room temperature. 


It should be thawed until the point 


when you can remove the giblets stuck 
inside. Good thawing, Julia, and good 
eating.

Dear Dorothy: In making cookies, I've 


been having trouble getting the cookie 
out of the cutter — even after refrig- 
erating the dough. What might I be doing 
wrong? —B. Frercs. 


Your dough just isn't firm 
enough. 


Many good cooks spray their cookie cut- 
ters with veg6table shortening spray just 
to make this little problem easier.
